Concerning  regis  t  r  a  t  i  o  n 
Dean  Foster  made  the  follow¬ 
ing  statement,  “Considering 
that  this  is  the  first  fall  regis¬ 
tration  using  the  IBM  system  I 
feel  that  registration  proced¬ 
ures  were  very  satisfactory. 
The  errors  which  occurred  we 
are  finding  are  due  to  human 
errors,  which  we  feel  we  can 
improve  as  the  students  and 
the  faculty  become  more  ac¬ 
quainted  with  procedures  that 
are  being  followed. 

“The  enrollment  forms  have 
been  redesigned  as  well  as 
simplifying  the  procedures 
followed  during  registration.  It 
is  hoped  that  registration  for 
the  second  semester  of  the 
cux;rent  year  will  be  much  easi¬ 
er." 


Lots  Of  Lots 

Another  of  the  many  recog¬ 
nizable  improvements  seen  on 
campus  is  the  parking  facili¬ 
ties.  Two  new  lots  were  con¬ 
structed  during  the  summer 
along  with  the-  refinishing  of 
the  eight  other  lots. 

All  campus  roads  were  re¬ 
surfaced  with  state  appropria¬ 
tion.

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Is  Missourian

Often  limes  the  question  Is 
posed  “Why  does  it  take  so 
long  between  issues  of  the 
paper?”  “By  the  time  we  get 
the  Northwest  Missourian 
most  of  the  news  Is  ‘old  hat.” 
say  some  students. 

Little  does  the  average  stu¬ 
dent  realize  the  tedious  and 
time  consuming  work  in¬ 
volved  in  putting  out  the  paper. 
Between  gathering  the  neces¬ 
sary  information,  rechecking 
the  facts,  writing  the  story, 
having  the  type  set  and  then 
reading  proofs,  many  man¬ 
hours  are  used. 

Let  us  suppose  for  use  of  il¬ 
lustration  that  a  dance  is  held 
Saturday  night.  By  the  time 
the  story  is  written  and  sent  to 
the  printer,  it’s  the  middle  of 
the  week.  When  the  paper  is 
planned  as  to  where  each  par¬ 
ticular  story  is  going  to  be 
placed,  it’s  Thursday  and 
deadline. 

In  the  meantime,  the  editor 
has  had  to  read  every  story  for 
possible  mistakes.  The  copy 
of  each  story  has  been  sent  to 
the  printer  and  set  in  metal 
type,  a  checking  copy  of  the 
story  in  type  is  returned  to  the 
paper  office  for  re-reading  and 
re-checking  for  errors. 

As  is  the  usual  case,  neces¬ 
sary  corrections  are  marked 
and  the  printer  has  to  make 
new  type  for  those  lines  in 
which  errors  occur.  Then  a 
dummy  model  layout  is  made 
and  sent  to  the  printer  so  that 
type  may  be  arranged  for  the 
actual  page.  The  next  step  is 
the  printing,  and  this  semester 
it  is  necessary  to  print  3,000 
copies.  That  takes  time  even  on 
a  modern  printing  press.
